SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NO 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS, 


Any person who 18 the sole head ot 
a family or any male over 18 years 
old, may homestead a quarter section 
of available Dominion land in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. The 
applicant must appear in person at 
the Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
Agency for the district. Wntry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions, by father, mother 
son, da.ghter, brother or sister of in 
tending homesteader. 

Duties: —Six montns residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on 
a farm of at least 80 acres solely own 
ed and occupied by him or by his 
tather, mother, son, daughter, brother 
or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quar- 
ter section along-side his homestead 
Price $3 per acre 

Duties.—Must reside 
Stead or pre-emption 
each of six years from date of horme- 
stead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
cultivate fifty acres °*xtra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead righ and cannot obtain 
a pre-emption may enter for a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districte

Another great foe to agricultural 
Success in the west is early frost. The 
aggregate injury from this cause in a 
series of years is incalculable, but its 
most serious demonstrations ‘have 
Usually occurred in seasons when the 
growth was backward, and when a 
brrried development was necessary in 


order to bring the crop to nfturity 
Within a reasonable timé. No such 
‘anger is in sight at present, The 


«rain, as has been mentioned, is about 
two weeks ahead of time, and this 
advaniage will prove to be an enor- 
mous benefit when the ripening 
period come due. With a fair show 
from now on the binders should be 
busy by the middle of August, and 
only an extraordinary period of cold 
weather during that month can cause 
any damage from frost. Hail is an 
item about which little can be said. It 
is Hlable to hit any spot in the whole 
west, and no amount of precaution or 
care can repel it. It is utterly and 
totally destructive, giving no chance 
of recovery to the grain, which it 
strikes, It seldom effects a large area 
in a particular season. Its range is 
usually confined to a few sections, and 
while there may be many severe hail 
storms during the growing period, 
the aggregate loss is comparatively 
small, 

The Insect Famity. 
other great class of 
rs is the insect family 
this fanch may be included rust. 
‘une latter has been known to work 
great havoe at times, and even where 
it may not appreciably diminish = the 
total production it may have deterl- 
orating effects upon the quality of the 
wrain itself, Nothing has been heard 
of rust, so far this season, and there 
are no indications to show that it 
may interfere with a successful har- 
vest. It is always to be regarded, 
however, as a possibility, and the 
country will not breathe freely until 
the Hability of damage from _ this 
cause is remoyed, A little concern 
is being displayed in some parts of 
Manitoba about the presence of grass- 
hoppers. They do not usually come in 
a wet season, and there is no appar- 
ent explanation for their advent this 
year, nor is there any definite infor- 
mation to prove that they have caused
